As a baker, William A. Hightower, 
accused of being a party to the 
murder of Father Heslin, was al- 
ways striving to please his customers 
and so well did he please +hat his 
little shop in Bakersfleld grew from 
a bread shop into an exclusive cake 
and pastry establishment, according; 
to Frank Presjon, proprietor,of the 
Palo barber shop in Oakland, a next- 
door neighbor to Hfghtower in Bak- 
ersfield. 


"When Hightower started out In 
business in Bakersfleld" said Preston 
today, "he was so particular about 
his bread that Jf he turned out a. 
batch "that was not in his judgment 
just aa it should be, he sold it for one 
cent a loaf. I bought it for my 
chickens, and often the bread I fed 
to my chickens was as good as some 
I have bought since at the regular 
price. He told me on many occa- 
sions he would rather waste a day's 
baking than to^have one dissatisfied 
customer. , 


"He baked cakes and pastry that 
gained for him a wide reputation as 
a baker and resulted In his going out 
of the bread business entirely and 
turning his attention to fancy cakes.

serious grass fires in Santa Clara 
county yesterday threatened prop- 
rty valued at thousands of dollars, 
but in each instance the blazes were 
successfully fought with the result 
that little or no damage was done. 
The first blaze broke out in a 
hay field on the Purmont ranch, in 
the foothills east of Milpitas. There

rapidly, burning 
through the lields. of stubble.' 
A 
large number of fruit trays stored in 
one corner of the Xield ignited and 
were burned, the fire momentarily 
threatening at that time to ignite a 
drier and other buildings on an ad- 
journing ranch. 


In the neighborhood of 15 ranch- 
ers tctt -workers in the orchards 
nearby fought the fire in the grass 
for more than three hours, using 
v/et sacks and buckets o£ water to 
fight the flames. Trucks with bar- 
rels of water were rushed to the 
scene of the tlaze.^ 


The second fire.^iery much sim- 
ilar to the Milpitas blaze, was the 
cause of the destruction or an old 
cabin and a shed on the Walter Mc- 
Kibben ranch in the Edenvale dis- 
trict. There the fire started as ths 
result of a bonfire, which had been 
ignited to burn a quantity of rubbish.i 


Bfailure to watch the blaze closely 
resulted in its spreading to a thick, 
dry growth of brush in a ravine 
close by and a few moments later 
the \flames were spreading rapidly. 
The»cabm and shed were situated at 
the edge of the ravine and co'uld not 
be saved. 
Both were empty, how- 
ever. In the case of the Edenvale 
fire the flames were stopped by 
natural barrenness. *

is to be sought out in the cities and byways of 
the state by governmental agencies devoted to 
the task of bringing to him the help so long 
withheld. There is promise that the plan of the 
"Veteran Cleanup Campaign,'1 to be started

tional Education will be productive of results 
*nd that much of the impatience and despair of 
toen who have given of their health to the service 
will be removed. There is need for the cooper^- 
tion of the public.

medical representatives, will begin their tours 
on Monday from the opposite ends of the state. 
It will be impossible for HMJIU to remain long in 
any oae place and the suc<e&s of their elforts 
depends upon the local agencies which are called 
upou to 'furnish the names of men \\ho have been 
neglected or who have failed to apply for relief. 
In the laiger cities tbe task is made simple by 
the, assistance of the American Legion, Bed Cross 
and other organizations: but the problem lies 
in. getting m touch Avith the former service men 
•who have returned to the ranches and mines. 
Many of them, it is believed, are of the most de- 
serving cases, men who are unaware of the pro- 
visions made for them or who do not ttel equal 
to undertaking tho struggle with departmental 
routine.

CUE EOUGH WRITERS. 


Following a declaration of the American 


librarians in recent convention that among the 
''six best sellers" may be found often the best in 
American literature, there has come heated dis- 
cussion concerning the output of the fiction in- 
dustry in this country. Until it is known 
whether the librarians spoke for encouragement 
or in resignation the value of the observation 
will remain doubtful. 


Certain it is that no nation is turning out 


novels in such prodigality. Perhaps none are so 
clever just as none are so ephemeral. For the 
tuost part the novel of today is an ordinary story, 
told by an average A/nencau, in not moie than 
an ordinary way. The habit of including thought 
and experience in a, stot\ has not taken hold <ncr 
heie as it has in Europe, and that may be the 
reason why our writers can turn out fiv.c or six 
novels while their brothers across the sea are 
finishing one. 


The reaction from war literature wa<- responsi 


ble for x demand for lighter fiction, and there 
were many writers ready to supply the books as 
fast as the presses could turn them out. Novels 
that have sold by the hundreds of thousands are 
but little'better than the paper-covered story that 
used to sell for a dime. They are mere collec- 
tions of moving incidents hung together by men 
and women who know something of continuity 
and coherence 
They are not novels in the real 


sense, they do not reflect American life, and they 
bear no evidences of thinking that may even ap- 
proach the profound. 


The answer that the public buys and reads 


what it wishes is otfset to an encouraging ineas- 
uie by the fact that a number of European novel- 
ists of parts have made their reputations, and 
Hieir fortunes, because of the reception gixen 
their book.% in this country and it is al.so offset 
by the success ot the occasional. American author 
who i<* content to take his art seriously. 


Because some lew of the best American books 


have at last reached the best seller class there is 
reason to hope that the end of the -'rush to 
print'' period is approaching and that our popu- 
lar literature is to be ghcn a more solid and 
enduring quality.

Dillingham said that 
Japanese, 
who constitute 43 per cent of the 
population of the Islands and are in- 
Creasing in 
numbers 
each 
year, 
furnish three-fourths of the field 
labor. 
"The prosperity of the territory," 
Dillingham declared, depends upon 
the prosperity of the agricultural in- 
terests."
